DNAT is useful for extending the lifetime of IP-4 systems. Additionally, DNA Tallows routers to 
perform the required address mapping without modifying the contents of the routed packets. 
Minear does not disclose any of these functions that are inherent to DNAT. Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw this rejection of the claims.
